August 25, 19 43, to Coy at Tahoka: 
“Just received y our letter of July 
30, which was the first I have heard 
from y ou in 3 weeks. A lot has hap­ 
pened since I last wrote y ou. Be­ 
sides our operation, we have been 
in three moves, so y ou see we have 
been q uite busy . Well, now that the 
Sicilian campaign is over, I am 
at 
liberty to tell that we were in the 
operations of bombing the two small 
islands, and also Sicily . We were in 
it from the beginning to the finish. 
O y es,# another 
interesting 
thing, 
we were stationed 
on 
the 
island 
fortress of Malta for about 
three 
weeks. Quite an interesting place it 
is. A lot of history behind the place. 
You have probably guessed— we are 
somewhere in Sicily . Not such a bad 
place, but hardly see that it is worth 
fighting over. It is a 
very 
rugged 
country with some farming and stock 
raising. There are three 
or 
four 
pretty good sized towns, 
but 
not 
much left of them. It is not so bad 
living in a conq uered country , as a 
majority of the public is glad we 
are here and are for us 100 per cent. 
-T have just returned from a tour 
of the northeastern part of the is­ 
land where the 
heaviest 
fighting 
and bombing took place, and believe 
me, it is a sight to see. One town in 
particular, which we bombed q uite 
heavily , is a complete shamble of 
ruin. There is not a single building 
in the entire town that is left 
un­ 
touched. It more clearly indicated 
to me what concentrated bombing 
will do. The civilian population 
of 
these towns is in a pitiful state of 
being. The country has been almost 
starved the past few 
y ears,

After supervisors are elect­ 
ed and certified they shall serve un­ 
til, at a regular election within the 
subdivision from which he is elected 
his successor is elected and has qual­ 
ified. 
Any person who holds 
title 
to 
farm or ranch lands lying within 
a 
soil conservation district organized 
under the provisions of the Texas 
Soil Conservation Act, who has at­ 
tained the age of twenty-one years 
and is a resident of the county, all 
or any part of which is included in 
such soil conservation district, has a 
legal right to vote in district elect­ 
ions. Supervisors shall be land own­ 
ers in the district from which they 
are elected and shall be actively en­ 
gaged in the business of farming or 
animal husbandry.

It would seem that preparations 
in Washington and London 
point to 
at least another year of war 
with 
Germany. 
To this date there is no let up in 
ship building:, no let down in airplane 
construction, no talk 6f stopping en­ 
listments of soldiers, and more and 
more of everything is being arrang­ 
ed for. That is all well and 
good. 
Better have more than is 
needed 
than a speck too little. Too little and 
too late costs lives in war. Ju st this 
one thing to keep in mind: Germany 
and Japan and all others who want 
to feel the mighty power of the two 
greatest nations in the world can get 
plenty if they want it. Germany and 
Japan are going to be blown to bits 
o f rubble, if it takes years and years 
after this one. But both of them and 
all others can have peace, security, 
prosperity and full independence if 
they will surrender and use a little 
common sense. 
How long will Germany last? It 
looks like our prediction will come 
true. . . .Germ any down by Dec. 15. 
(Anyone will allow us thirty days of 
grace on that guess). The greatest 
nation to be grateful for, by 
this 
United States, is Russia. Russia has 
kept the horrors of bombs from this 
country. True this country and the 
British Commonwealth has furnish­ 
ed Russia much to fight 
with, 
but 
every dime spent for her help has 
saved untold misery to our men and j 
this homeland. Russia has got 
the

the

Germany. 
T h a t ’s ; 
where they will throw up their hands 
and surrender. . . . to the border the j 
fight must go. . • and in and on till 
their home firesides will know w hat; 
wa rsounds like. 
How long will Germany hold out? : 


Remember this: the nearer our forc­ 
es get to 
Germany’s 
border, 
the 
harder she will fight. Every coun­ 
try now occupied will be a rubble of 
death and destruction before Ger­ 
many backs out of it. Every sizeable 
•ity in Italy, even 
Rome 
and the 
Vatican City will be in ruins before 
they give it up. Hitler has said -‘If 
we go down we shall take the rest of 
them with us.” Every larger city in 
the suffering countries will be 
laid 
waste, like Naples. But that is war 
as designed by Germany and Japan. 
When Our Forces reach Germanland 
or when 
hunger 
gnaws 
at 
the 
stomach of the German population, 
then, and not till then may we ex­ 
pect a surrender. In the meantime, 
Our Airforces will pound and beat 
down every factory, port, plant of 
war that can be found, and only the 
weather can prevent the 
constant 
bombing. They asked for it and from 
here out they will get more than 
human endurance can take. 
Have 
they got common sense? It is past 
time to use it. This United States 
has not yet used one-fourth of her 
power in materials, manpower 
and 
ingenuity. 
Again this column says it would

Germany a few thousand prisoner* 
to let them tell what is coming

W RITES FROM SICILY 


August 25, 1943, to Coy at Tahoka: 


“ Ju st received your letter of July 
30, which was the first I have heard 
from you in 3 weeks. A lot has hap­ 
pened since I last wrote you. Be­ 
sides our operation, we have been 
in three moves, so you see we have 
been quite busy. Well, now that the 
Sicilian campaign is over, I am 
at 
liberty to tell that we were in the 
operations of bombing the two small 
islands, and also Sicily. We were in 
it from the beginning to the finish. 
O yes, another 
interesting 
thing, 
we were stationed 
on 
the 
island 
fortress of Malta for about 
three 
weeks. Quite an interesting place it 
is. A lot of history behind the place. 
You have probably guessed— we are 
somewhere in Sicily. Not such a bad 
place, but hardly see that it is worth 
fighting over. It is a 
very 
rugged 
country with some farming and stock 
raising. There are three 
or 
four 
pretty good sized towns, 
but 
not 
much left of them. It is not so bad 
living in a conquered country, as a 
majority of the public is glad we 
are here and are for us IOO per cent.

er has to take the loss. Under exist­ 
ing regulations basis seed are rated 
at IOO. Seed that grade less than 
basis are rated down by points, and 
seed that grade above ba-is are ra t­ 
ed up by points. We have been ask­ 
ed many times about this seed bus­ 
iness and though we are in the gin 
business we are in the same 
boat 
with the farmer and we never know 
what will happen next but just want 
to be honest with our customers by 
explaining to th<* best of our ability 
the seed situation as it exists today. 
Oil mills have 
a 
protection 
that 
neither the ginner nor farm er has. 
Oil mills buy their seed on guaran­ 
teed grades paying for what 
they 
get. Neither the 
farmer 
nor 
the 
ginner has any sure basis on which 
to figure the value of cotton seed 
at the gin, so the farmer and ginner 
are still in the same boat. And about 
all we can do is to sit and wait f r 
OPA t‘> issue another order and pray 
to the good Lord that they in the 
OPA will some day see th** light.
